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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues reference Shen does not 
determine the values of the second volume image that are relevant based on the relevant voxels of the first volume image or on neighbors 
of the relevant voxels of the first volume image. Further, the Applicant argues that Shen subtracts the first and second volume images to 
determine which voxels have changed in the second volume image. However, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. The differential file is 
first obtained through a one time simulation. It is from this extracted differential file that the ray caster and pixel calculator carries out the 
dynamic rendering process ("Visualization Pipeline", pg. 181-182). Clearly as presented in the previous office action, the differential file 
contains the "determined" information need for efficient volume rendering. The Applicant argues that the extracting process differs from the 
invention. However, The Examiner states that it is the pipeline process of utilizing the once extracted "determined" information (differential 
file) is the equivalent to the limitation as claimed by the Applicant. 
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
